Candidly placing “Crack In The 
World” in the semi-science-fiction 
bracket, Dana Andrews explained 
why. 

“High fission explosions under 
ground have become commonplace 
in recent years. Today, newspaper 
readers discuss the pros and cons 
even across the breakfast table. All 
we do in our film is to take a re- 
alistic fact that nuclear nations are 
experimenting with inner-earth nu- 
clear blasts and project the conse- 
quences into the immediate future. 
There is no attempt at fantasy for 
fantasy’s sake. I would rather call 
it a serious effort to help the com- 
mon man come to grips with one 
phase of the amazing strides sci- 
ence has made in the last decade. 

“In our look into the near fu- 
ture, fiction turns to drama when 
the fate of mankind suddenly 
comes to rest on the calculated risk 
of one scientist’s decision. There 
are no monsters, no mad doctor 
devices, no creatures from outer 
worlds. Science itself contains all 
the ingredients creative film makers 
require to stage the greatest show 
on earth. 

“But the fascinating thing for 
me is that ‘Crack In The World’ 
could really happen.” 


The “world” ended August 4th, not 
with a whimper but a bang. This 
reference is not, fortunately, to the 
world of reality, but that of sci- 
ence-fiction.
